English Syndicate Will Con- 
 solidate The Mines—Mr. . 
Burley Smith Here. — 





Mr. J. Burley Smith, MIE; S.k., 
arrived here Sunday moraing from 
Uttawa to make arrangements for 
resumillg mining ‘operations in Bald 
Indian bay on the claims owned by 
the Burley,- Queen Bee, Chien d'Or 
and Ophir mining companies. Mr. 
Smith, who is reputed to be ane of 
the best. submarine enwineers in 
North. America, created a great sen- 
sation here some Years ago.when he 
announced "his determination of sink- 
ing a shaft at the bottom of Bald 
Indian bay where he had secured 
rights for miming purposes. The 
Work was undertaken and success- 
fully completed however. The fol- 


lowing is a description of this won- 
derful piece of submarine engineer- 
irky; 1

Inside the cofferdam is- the 
shaft, which is 6x12 feet in size 
with three- compartments, two for 
hoisting -and a ‘manway.:- For the 
first 15 feet of depth the shaft ‘is 
timbered with sets several feet 
apart; below this, extending to a 
depth of 10 feet beluw the rock sur- 
fade, the timbers ure laid skin to 
skin, ‘forming a neat and substan- 
thal eribbing. From ihe hottom of 
the cribbing a concrete seal three

The composition of the seal is as
